Summertime- 
Refrigeration 
Care is Told

Everybody perspires in thi 
summertime so why blame your 
hard-working- refri gerator when 
Its sweats a >bit?

Homemaklng experts of the 
General Electric Consumers In­ 
stitute say that sweating inside 

refrigerator during humid
eathcr Is entirely normal and 

to be expected. And, say the 
experts, though It can't be com­ 
pletely eliminated, such sweating 
definitely can, be controlled.

Next time you're enjoying a 
long cool drink, take a look at 
the glass. Those drops of water

hlch collect on the outside of 
the tumbler are condensed out 
of the air by the cold surface 
of the glass. The same thing, 
happens in your refrigerator, 

cold' inner walls condense 
moisture from the warm, moist 
air which rushes In every time 
you open the refrigerator.

Actually, moisture In the re­ 
frigerator Is a desirable con­ 
dition because high humidity 

necessary for good food pre­ 
servation. But excessive sweat- 
ng is, of course, undesirable.

According to the Consumers 
Institute, there 'are three-steps 
you can take to control internal 
sweatlrtg.

II liquids and moist foods 
should be covered. This will pro- 
cnt drying out of the food and 

eliminate the evaporation of 
istme from thtm. Thus, frost 

and internal sweating are re­ 
duced.

Every time the refrigerator 
s opened, more moist warm air 

has a chance to enter the cab- 
net. Part of this moisture con­ 

denses as frost on the evapora­ 
tor; the remainder collects on 
he other cool surfaces of the re- 
rlgcrator and sweating results. 

Opening the door as little as 
possible not only keeps out mots- 
.ure, but also cuts power, con­ 
sumption because the refrigera­ 
ting mechanism runs more often 
f the door Is opened frequently.

It will help, too, says the In­ 
stitute, If you keep the freezing 
compartment defrosted. It then 
attracts more of the moisture in 
he refrigerator and holds down 
he sweating of the walls. In 
mmld weather it may be nec­ 
essary to defrost as often as

/Ice a week. |
It's obvious that If th,e seal 

around the edge of the door Is 
n poor shape, warm air will leak ! 
nto the cabinet and lead to un­ 
necessary sweating. If that has I 
happened with your refrigerator, I 

should have an authorized ! 
iceman replace the door seal, j
